STRIKE AFFECTS COAL TRADE. 


Anthracite Selling Stops—Soft Coal 
Market Likely to Strengthen. 


‘With the mines closed dawn, trading in 
anthracite at wholesale is, of course, re- 
stricted to individual coal held on specu- 
lation \ahd to company coal in the stock 

iles, says the current issue of ‘The Coal 

Trade Journal..-In neither casé does the 
tonnage involved amount to very much. 
and business is practically at a ‘standstill 
so far as this, ranch of the industry is 
concerned. 
With hard coal selling at high premtums 
in recent weeks, there has been little in- 
centive to hold tonna: a in cars or in ves- 
vels on speculation. Independent shippers 
and middlemen have preferred to sell 
their coal promptly going prices rather 
than keep it at juncti points or at tide- 
water in the hope of a further advance 
after the suspension had begun. 

While there continues to be a good deal 
of variation in prices’ obtain on the 
small. sizes, probably about $4.75 for No. 
1 buckwheat, $3.75 for No. 2 and $2.50 for 
No 8 represents the market ‘at the pres- 
ent time.

The statistics of bank clearings at 125.

try during March make the best- show- 
f hing for’ many months; according to the 
statistics compiled by Dun's Review. The 
weekly returns have been making favor- 
able comparisons of late, but'in comment- 
ing on the.monthly compilation ‘Dun‘s 
points.out that the results are the more 
gratifying because,.weather conditions 
have not been altogether favorablé and 
also.because the total {s affected by the 
fact that the month:.contains one busi- 
ness. day less’ than March pf last, year. 
The! aggregate ‘bank. exchanges for- the 
month: were, $14,454,829,964 which is a 
gain of 7.7 per cent. over the same month 
of 1011 and/a loss of oly 3.7 per cent. 
by comparison® with: the some month @f 
1910 when business -was. still iil 
strong. The losé by comparison. with 
1910, moreover,.is due té6 the results at 
New York, the outside cities showing 
gains of 4.2 and “1.2 per cent. over 1911 
and 1910 respectively...“The bést fea- 
ture. of the returns,”” says Dun’s is the 
rémarkable uniformity of the increase 
over last year, comparatively few cities 
of importance reporting decreases.
